Reporters siiouid try to realise at the 
outset that- their success or non- 
success on the Dally; depends entirely 
upon their co-operation . or. :lBck of it, 
An easentiàt quality of any - newspaper 
reporter Is regularity and punctuality, 
and this quality is as necessary- on 
the Dally as elsewhere. .

Every reporter nnat call 
at the olfietf on the day asslgotd (0 
him between one 4nil one-thirty and 
cheek off the assignment opposite his 
name. In this way thé night editor 
knows early in the.* afternoon what 
work Is being done and what is being 
neglected. If for any reason the re- 
PMter is unable to cover an assign- 
ment he. will Indicate the fact in the 
■assignment book, before one o'clock, 
giving reisoni. Remember that in- 
excused ' absences ooiint , against you 
almost as much ss inaccuracy. 

Reporters who prefer to work for 
the sports department will receive all 
instructions from the sports editor. 

Reporters are expected to obey im- 
plicitly the instructions of the Night 
Editor who may iisppen to be in 
charge ot thé Issue. Remember that 
there is other work to be done be- 
sides the covering and writhig up of 
assignments. ITiere is tl^e notice col* 
umn to edit;^tlu»|^hat^ On" to coé* 
pile and a numlKr of re'-mites and 
advances, to attend to. Besides these, 
there may be occasional messages out- 
side the building. When you .finish 
whatever you may be doing ask for 
more work and remember that the 
Night Editor, ranks the cheerful per> 
f ormanee of the smaller tasks on eç- 
aetly the same level as the covering of 
an assignment.

Accident Adds 
Years To Life 

Tram Car Pall Provides 
Correct Treatment. ■ 

London,— The rev€latio.i-'that 
an accident had lengthened a 
man's life was made at an 
inquest at Greenwich. 

The dead man was Edward 
Westwood, aged 60, itAxo fell 
oft a swerving tramoar . and 
died two days later in hospitaL ... 

Dr. W. D. Wiggins, medical 
superintendent of St. Alfege's 
Hospital, said a post-mortem 
examination i^owed no frac- 
ture of the skull but a hae- 
morrhage of the brain. The 
dead man had been suffering 
tot a long time from a very 
h'gh blood pressure, which 
.caused, a sudden ruptuce of an 
artery of the brain, followed 
by death. 

It was purely a coincidence 
that th's attack occurred just 
at the lnstantjt^fe|the tram- 
car Im'ched, butfUPhe result 
of the man's heavy fail into 
the roadway he lost " tiùlte' a 
pint of bloM through ' bleed'.ni; 
from the nose. 

"Paradoxical as it - m a y 
sound', sa'd Dr. Wiggins, "the 
accident, instead of ha^nlng 
his death, actually prolonged 
his life. He would certainly 
liave died sooner if the . ac- 
cident had not happened, as, 
th's bleedhig from the nose' re- 
lieved tlie high blood preséure"
